DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. The claims 2-17 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teaches or suggests that an image signal processing method employed for color image display 
device, wherein a current-field image signal with low-pass filtering by characteristically 
different low-pass filters disposed at branches in a circuit, and mixing outputs fed fi'om the low- 
pass filters to produce an extended image signal, and adding a pseudo afterglow signal to the 
current-field image signal by mixing the current-field image signal with the extended image 
signal for an area in which a one-field-before image signal is greater than the current-field image 
signal as claim 2; or the pseudo afterglow adding means fiirther including extended image signal 
generating means for providing a current-field image signal with low-pass filtering by 
characteristically different low-pass filters, and combining outputs fi'om each low-pass filter to 
generate an extended image signal including a pseudo afterglow signal: and image generating 
means for mixing the current-field image signal with the extended image signal, and adding the 
pseudo afterglow signal to the current-field image signal for an area in which a one-field before 
image signal is greater than the current-field image signal as claim 10.
